THE GRAND COMMANDERY OFFICE. 


It is suggested and whole-heartedly recommended that those who will be Commanders in 1965- 
1966 devote as much time as is possible, and then a little more, meeting with your offic- 
ers during the summer to perfect the ritualistic part of the work. This ‘ accomplished 
you will be able to devote your time in the Fall to more important tasks, tasks which can 
reflect honor upon yourself and credit upon your Commandery. During the summer you can 
also set up plans whereby you can devise ways and means by which you can serve your member- 
ship. If you were a sideline Sir Knight, would you feel that you were receiving the 
value of your dues if you were offered nothing more at each meeting than ritual? Empty 
sidelines mean lack of interest which will eventually mean no Commandery. Full sideline 
attendance will assure you and your Commandery a happy unit, working together, which, in- 
evitably, assures you success as well as membership quota attainment.

KNOW YOUR GRAND MASTER 


Sir Knight Wilbur M. Brucker, Most Eminent Grand Master of the Grand Encampment of Knights 
Templar of the United States of America, has not only a long Masonic career, but is a form- 
er Governor of the State of Michigan and a former Secretary of the Army under President : 
Eisenhower. 


He was born June 23, 1894, in Saginaw, Michigan. He graduated from the University of 
Michigan in 1916 with an LL.B degree. 


Sir Knight Brucker has a background of Army experience extending back to enlistment in the 
Michigan National Guard in 115 and service on the Mexican Border as a member of the 33d 
Infantry, Michigan National Guard, in 1916. Immediately following the entry of the United 
States into World War, he attended the First Officers' Training Camp at Fort Shridan, Ill., 
and was commissioned a Second Lieutenant of Infantry. He served in France with the 166th 
Infantry of the famous 42d (Rainbow) Division, in all the Division's engagements, includ- 
ing Chateau Thierry, Champagne-Chalons, St. Mihiel, and the Neuse-Argomne. Cited by Gen- 
eral Headquarters, American Expeditionary Forces for bravery under fire at Chateau Thierry 
in July 1918, he was awarded the Silver Star. He was discharged as a First Lieutenant 
dune 18, 1919. 


Upon his return from World War I, he was Assistant Prosecuting Attorney for Saginaw County, 
Michigan, from 1919 to 1923; Prosecuting Attorney from 1923 to 1927, and Assistant Gener- 
al of Michigan until he became Attorney General on February 18, 1928. On November 5, 1930, 
he was elected Governor of the State of Michigan at the age of 36 and served until January 
1, 1933. Thereafter, to the date of his appointment as General Counsel of the Department 
of Defense he was practicing lawyer in Detroit, Michigan. He is a member of the Detroit, 
Michigan, State, Federal and American Bar Associations and was Chairman of its Committee 
on Professional Ethics. 


Sir Knight Brucker is married to the former Clara Hantel. They have one son, Wilbur M., 
Jr., and three grandchildren. The family home is at 56 Vendome Road, Grosse Pointe Farms, 
Michigan. He is an elder of the Woodward Avenue Presbyterian Church of Detroit. He is 
Past National President of the 42d (Rainbow) Division Veterans, and in 1960 received the 
Freedoms Foundxtion Leadership Award at Valley Forge. 


He left the Office of Secretary of the Army at the end of his term of office--January 20, 
1961--and returned to Detroit, Michigan, where he joined his son in the practice of law 
under the firm name of Brucker and Brucker, 2200 Penobscot Building, Detroit 26, Michigan. 


Sir Knight Brucker was raised as a Master Mason September 15, 1915, in Salina Lodge No. 
155 F.A.A.M., of Saginaw, Michigan.He served as its Worshipful Master in 1924. During his 
tenure as Worshipful Master, a new Masonic Temple was built to house his lodge. 


He is a member of the Chapter Council and Scottish Rite. He is also a member of Moslem 
Temple of the Shrine. He was crowned with the 33° at New York City in September 1952. 


He was knighted in St. Bernard Commandery No. 16 of Saginaw, Michigan in March 1923. After 
eaving ,khée Governor's office, Sir Knight Brucker transferred his member ship to Detroit 
Commandery Noiwil in,.1933 and became the Eminent Commander of Detroit Commmandery No. 1 in . 
1943. During his year as Hitinent Commander, he knighted 150. He was elected Right Emin- 
ent Grand Commander of Michigan in June 1951. He served as Chairman of the Committee on

The date of June 20, 1816, looms large in the history of Templary in the United States, 
for it was on that date, nearly 150 years ago that Knights Templar, interested in forming 
a Supreme Governing Body for the conferring as well as the governing of the Chivalric 
Orders, met in Masons Hall in New York City and formed the "General Grand Encampment of 
Knights Templar of the United States of America." 


The''Founding Fathers'"were few in number but stout of heart. They were completely dedica- 
ted to their task and determined that in the new and growing Nation. Templary should be 

organized and conducted upon a National basis. Thus, Templary, with its sovereign organ- 
ization, has been handed down to us through all the intervening years! 


From the humble beginning, under the original leadership of Governor DeWitt Clinton of 
New York as Grand Master, the Grand Encampment has continued to function, gain strength 
and fraternal influence, until one hundred fifty years later, under the guidance of our 
devoted Grand Master, Sir Wilbur |. Brucker, we point with pride to the fact that Templary 
alone, among all the organizations predicated upon Masonic membership, remains firmly 
organized on a National basis with an enrollment of nearly 400,000 Sir Knights, located 

in each of the fifty States and many foreign lands. 


Such an important birthday in the life of any organization cannot be permitted to pass by 
unnoticed--nor will it be! A Sesquicentennial Anniversary will be officially recognized 
throughout the entire Templary World in 1966. 


It is, of course, appropriate that the focal point of such an important anniversay should 
be at its place of origin. To that end, a gala sesquicentennial banquet of the Grand 
Encampment of Knights Templar will be held in the Main Ballroom of the Waldorf Astoria in 
New York City, N.Y., in June of 1966, at which time our 150th Birthday will be celebrated 
with suitable festivities and a historic program.

Sesquicentennial classes should be started early in 1966 and be concluded as close to the 
150th birthday as possible. Many jurisdictions will see the advantage of having a dinner 
in conjunction with the knighting of a class of candidates, and at the same time as the 
main celebration in New York City. 


As we observe a century and a half of our great Christian Order of Templary we pause to 
reflect upon the progress as well as the problems of the years behind us. We are proud 
of our record of achievemnet in the past, but we look forward, confident that the sesqui- 
centennial year of 1966 will bring a new surge of interest in modern Templary that will 
result in even greater development and growth in the years to come.
